Thermometer 
Testing Dates

The Lindsay chamber of 
commerce office, the Central 
California Citrus exchange, the 
Tulare Kern Citrus exchange, 
and the Visalia Fruit exchange. 
Thermometers should reach the 
collection points by November 
2nd.

Prop. 18 Should Be Defeated 


Sen. Howard Way of Exeter urged passage 
of proposition 18, a constitutional amendment 


which would permit diversion of up to 25 per 
cent of the gasoline tax monies for control of 
environmental problems caused by motor vehicles. 
and for public transportation, including mass trans-, 
it systems. 

Senator Way is a strong advocate of propo- 
sition 18 and while we consider him a good re- 


presentacive of this district in the state legis- 
lature, we disagree with him on proposition 18. 

The senator concedes that the present sys- 
tem of using gasoline tax income for the develop- 
ment of our state highway system has worked 
well in the: past, but feels it is time for a change. 


He sees a ‘‘balanced transportation’? system nec- 
essary for the future on the premise,.that the 
projected increase in automobiles in, the state 
will make certain areas untenable traffic snarls. 

In this connection he would be referring to 


the major cities, where transportation is now a 


problem despite the hundreds of millions spent 
on the freeway programs. 

We concede that traffic will increase and 
continue to be a problem in certain centers, but 
this constitutional amendment would open a ‘‘pan- 
dora’s box’’ that could lead to monumental prob- 
lems in financing the state highway system if 
portions of the revenues are drained away. 

The term ‘“‘environmental control’’ is a broad 
one; its possibilities are almost limitless in 
scope. 


Senator Way made the point that proposition 
18 would not increase taxes, but we wonder who 
he is trying to kid on that one. 

Op2n the door to diversion of gasoline tax 
money, and it is inevitable that the gasoline taxes 
will be increased. Divert millions for urban 
mass transit systems and add the alluring ‘‘en- 
vironmental contro}’’ possibilities on top of that 
along with the need to maintain and develop the 
state highway system and you wind up with gaso- 
line tax increases. The pressure would be too 
great for legislature to withstand. 

We recommend a ‘‘NO’’ vote on proposition

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PORTERVILLE — The 
passage of Proposition 18, the 
controversial constitutional 
amendment authorizing local 
option for the diversion of up to 
25 per cent of gas tax monies for 
control of environmental 
pollution caused by motor 
vehicles and for public 
transportation including mass 
transit systems, is a “beginning 
in the right direction,” State 
Senator Howard Way told 
members and guests of the 
Freeway 65 association at a 
dinner meeting at The Paul 
Bunyan, the evening of October 
14. 

Senator Way was introduced 
by Association President William 


- R. Rodgers as a “friend among 


questioning friends. . .” 

The senator opened his 
speech by briefly outlining the 
history of the present system 
which dates back to 1923 when 
the California highway system 
was first visualized and to 1937 
when the constitutional 
safeguard was pare on gas tax 
monies earmarking them solely 
for construction of the 
highways, streets and roads. 

He said this system has 
worked “‘fantastically well,” but 


"it is time to change our thinking 


and look forward to 1985, 
when, it is projected that the 
state’s present population of 20 
million persons will have become 
32 million and the ‘‘car 
population” will have doubled 
its present 13 million vehicles. 

The time has come, he said 
for “balanced transportation,” 
utilizing something which 
““moves people,” noting the 
governor and lieutenant 
governor favor the measure in 
question. 

Before opening up the 
discussion for questions, the 
senator made’ the following 
points: 

Proposition 18 will not 
increase taxes, it establishes local 
control] to let people solve their 
problems as they see fit (by an 
election in the city, city and 
county, or county of origin for 
gas tax monies - - which would 
in turn authorize the legislature 
to enact such legislation as is 
necessary to implement the 
decision), the funds can be 
diverted to no other use than 
those specified and in this way 
rural people will be safeguarded 
against having to pay for rapid 
transit in urban areas. 

Pointing out that 87 per cent 
of trips terminate in the county 
of origin, 25 per cent of gas 
monies coming back to Tulare 
county, could, at the election of 
county residents, be earmarked 
for purposes such as 
environmental control of 
pollution caused by 
automobiles. 

The senator said that rapid 
transit, such as San Francisco’s 
BART, could be expanded on a 
favorable vote of the area to 
divert 25 per cent of its gas tax 
monies to the projects, then 
applying fcr matching funds 
from the federal government. 

Senator Way told the more 
than 40 association members 
and guests, “If you don’t 
support 18 you will. get 
something a hell of a lot worse.” 

During questioning the 
senator denied that his support

divert already earmarked funds 
to rapid transit, that section six 
of the measure really becomes a 
“blank check” on gas tax monies 
for pollution control - a matter 
which can become “hysterically 
emotional;” and that if rapid 
transit is built in the urban areas 
the gas monies returning to that 
county of origin would be 
lessened and the rural people 
could still be forced to pay for 
these systems if the legislature 
chooses to enact such legislation. 
Other concerns were 
expressed that ‘once the 
“raiding” of gas tax monies 
begins, it is only a step away 
from appropriation for 
additional ‘‘car-generated” 
problems until there is nothing 
left with which to complete the 
freeway system which has been 
described by the highway 
commission as a “mover of 
goods as well as people.” 
Concern was also expressed 
that if rapid transit districts were 
formed in Southern California, 
that these rural counties could 
be included and, because of the 
concentrated voting power in 
the urban areas, thus lose all 
control of gas tax monies 
originating in their county. 
Senator Way tried to allay 
every concern or ‘‘fear’’ 
expressed, calling them, for the 
most part, “straw men.” He also 
had rather unkind words for the

CHANGES IN 
PARK SERVICES 


‘THREE RIVERS — 
Off-season changes in services at 
visitor contact points in Sequoia 
and Kings Canyon National 
parks have ‘been announced by 
Superintendent John S. 
McLaughlin. 

The visitor centers at 
Lodgepole and Grant Grove will 
operate from 9 a.m. to 5 p.m. 
daily until December 31. 
Beginning January 1st the visitor 
centers will be closed on 
Monday and Tuesday of each 
week until spring operations are 
resumed. 

The administration building 
and information center at Ash 
Mountain Headquarters in 
Sequoia National Park will 
continue a daily schedule from 8 
a.m. to 5 p.m., until next spring 
when the hours will be 
extended. 

The entrance stations at Ash 
Mountain and at Big Stump in 
Kings Canyon National -Park, 
will open daily from 9 a.m. to 5 
p.m. through November 8. 
Beginning November 9, the 
stations will be manned only on 
weekends, holidays, and during 
spring school vacation periods 
until the regular spring 
Operations are reactivated. 
During periods when the stations 
are closed, entrance fees will be 
collected at the Ash Mountain 
administration building and at 
the Grant Grove visitor.center in 
Kings Canyon National park. 

The following campgrounds 
are open and will remain open 
during the winter months: 
Potwisha, South Fork and 
portions of Lodgepole in 
Sequoia National Park, and 
portions of Azalea in Kings 
Canyon National Park. Cedar 
Grove Campground ‘No. 2 will 
remain open through November 
8, depending upon weather and 
use. 

The Park concessioner will 
continue to provide meals, 
overnight accommodations, and 
gas and oil in the Giant 
Forest-Lodgepole -area daily 
through the fall and winter 
months. Concessioner services at 
Grant Grove closed on October 
19, but the service station will 
remain open through the 
hunting season, and on an “‘on 
call” basis during the winter. 
Cedar Grove facilities are closed 
for the season. Bus service from 
Tulare and Visalia to Giant 
Forest is on an “on call” 
advance reservation basis. 

These adjustments are the 
result of the seasonal decline in 
visitation, McLaughlin said.

SEQUOIA PARK IS 80 YEARS OLD 


On September 25, 1890, the 
U.S. Congress established 
Sequoia as the Nation’s second 
national park. On this 80th 
birthday, Superintendent John 
S. McLaughlin reviews some of 
the highlights related to the 
growth of this Park, which now 
preserves the magnificent 
sequoia groves on the western 
slopes of the Sierra Nevada. 

Congress had specified that 
the Park was to be preserved and 
protected, but had failed to 
grant any funds to accomplish 
these purposes. The U.S. Army 
assigned units to patrol and 
protect the Park,: with Captain 
John H. Dorst commanding the 
first troop in the summer of 
1891, thus becoming the first 
superintendent of the Park. But, 
the troops left each fall and the 
Park was not protected during 
the winter months. The 
appointment of civilian Rangers 
was made in 1898 to fill the void 
left by the departing troops. 
(Ernest Britten of Three Rivers 
is known to have served as a 
Forest Ranger the early part of 
1900 and some years thereafter.) 

In 1900, the Congress made 
the first appropriation of money 


for Sequoia. This $10,000 was - 


used largely to extend the 
narrow dirt road from Colony 
Mill to Giant Forest, which was 
completed in 1903. The first 


automobile entered Giant Forest 
the following year. (In 1913, the 
fee for autos to enter the Park 
was $5 per round trip. Todays 
users Only pay $2 for a similar 


- trip.) 


The administration of the 
Park passed into civilian hands in 
1914 with the appointment of 
Walter Fry as the first civilian 
Superintendent. This gave 
continuity to management of 
the Park. One of the first 
notable accomplishments was 
acquisition of numerous tracts 


of privately owned lands. These . 


purchases were largely the result 
of donations of public spirited 
citizens, and included lands in 
Round Meadow, Crescent 
Meadow, and Log, Huckleberry 
and Soldier Meadows in the 
Giant Forest area. 

In the winter of 1921-22, a 
few persons hiked the 11 miles 
over the snow from Hospital 
Rock to Giant Forest. Each 
winter more persons traveled 
that route until 1929, when the 
road was plowed of snow to 
permit visitors to reach the area 
by auto. 

The year 1923 saw the 
beginning of more modern 
visitor facilities at Giant Forest. 
The present concessioner, the 
Sequoia and Kings Canyon 
National Parks Company, was 


given a long term permit to

provide services to the public in 
1926. (The Three Rivers 
Women’s Club restored Tharps 
Log house in 1923.) 

The construction. of a year 
round park headquarters was 
begun in 1922 at Ash Mountain, 
then known as Alder Creek. 
Prior to this the few permanent 
employees lived on_ private 
ranches nearby and kept part of 
the government equipment and 
official files at their homes. The 
operations for both Sequoia and 
Kings Canyon National Parks are 
today administered from the 
Ash Mountain Headquarters, 

The Generals Highway, from 
Ash Mountain to Giant Forest, 
was completed in 1925 replacing 
the route along the North Fork 
that was built in the 1890’s by 
the Kaweah Colony - a 
cooperative community 
experiment that failed. The full 
46 miles of roadway to Grant 
Grove was opened to the public 
in 1935, at a total cost of $3 
million, quite a bargain 
compared to present day 
construction costs, 

By the Act of July 3, 1926, 
Congress more than doubled the 
size of Sequoia by the addition 
of the Kern River area. This 
extended the Park eastward to 
the very crest of the High Sierra, 
taking, in that range of peaks 
including Mt. Whitney, 14,496 
feet in elevation. The High Sierra 
trail from Crescent Meadow to 
Mt. Whitney and other new 
routes were constructed. 

Travel to Sequoia reached a 
high of 100,000 persons in 
1927. Last year there were 
919,300 visits recorded at 
Sequoia, with a million visits 
forecast by 1972. 

Naturalist service conducted 
on an informal basis for many 
years, was formally organized in 
1930 when the first permanent 
naturalist was appointed. From 
this inception, the interpretive 
program now provides guided 
walks, talks and information to 
nearly a half million visitors each 
year. 

Under depression period 
activities, more physical 
improvements were 
accomplished after 1933 than in 
all the previous history of the 
Park, and most of these 
developments are still in use. 

Kings Canyon National Park 
was established March 4, 1940, 
and in 1943 the administration 
of Sequoia and Kings Canyon

SACRAMENTO — First 
forecast for California’s 1970-71 
Navel orange crop is 14,000,000 
boxes, 34 percent below last 
year’s record production of 
21,200,000 boxes.

Farm tractors used for towing 
cotton trailers at night must 
have two lighted headlights, 
mounted the same as on any 
other motor vehicle. Clearance 
lights are required at night on 
cotton trailers that are 80 inches 
or more in width. 

Turn signals are not required 
on implements of husbandry; 
semaphore type signal devices 
are no longer approved or 
allowed; approved turn signal 
lights, mounted on a detachable 
bar between 15 and 60 inches 
from ground level are permitted, 
and are encouraged. 

Loaded cotton trailers that 
travel at 25 miles per hour or 
less are required to display a 
slow-moving vehicle emblem on 
the rear, from three to five feet 
above ground level. 

A motor truck with an 
unladen weight of not less than 
3,500 pounds and a gross weight 
of not less than 4,200 pounds 
may tow a combination of two 
cotton trailers operated on 
highways for the exclusive 
purpose of transporting cotton 
from a farm to a gin, and 
returning empty. 


Extra weight ballast may be ~ 


added to a truck to meet gross 
weight requirements in the form 
of 100 pound bags of sand. 

A combination of vehicles 
consisting of a power unit and 
two cotton trailers, when used 
on the highway, may exceed a 
total length of 60 feet but shall 
not exceed a total length of 70 
feet, if both trailers carry special 
identification plates. A passenger 
car is limited to towing one 
loaded trailer. 

Cotton trailers, in general, are 
subject to normal length, height, 
width and weight requirements. 

“Cooperation of farmers in 
complying with cotton trailer 
requirements has been excellent 
in this area,” Lt. Heringer states, 
“however, we do find some 
violations. We urge farmers, in 
the interest of safety, to meet all 
requirements.” : 

Heringer said that further 
details can be obtained at the 
California Highway Patrol office 
on Morton, just east of 65 
Freeway.
